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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -3 have been considered but are moot in 
vie w of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 


2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese Patent 
Application JP 6-33886 to Irino. Looking at FIG. 1 of Irino, one notices the elements claimed by 
the applicant, namely a two-stage compressor (1), connected to a common heat exchanger (21) 
and depressurizing means (28), wherein both low (7) and high (8) side compression elements are 
rotary (10, 11) cylinders (12, 13) and the heat exchanger is connected via a gas transferring pipe 
(23) to intermediately cool the refrigerant between the two compressing stages, said refrigerant 
transfer allowed by valve (18). From FIG. 2 of Irino, one learns that this operation can be used 
in both heating and cooling stages of the JT (Joule-Thompson) heat pump (2a, 2b and 2c), 
wherein two or more heat exchangers are used. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Japanese Patent 
Application JP 6-33886 to Irino, in view of U.S. Patent 6,467,296 to Fujii et al. Irino discloses 
applicant's basic inventive concept, a two-stage rotary compressor with intermediate cooling, 
substantially as claimed with the exception of stating the use of a carbon dioxide as refrigerant. 
Fujii (col 1, line 1 1) shows carbon dioxide refrigerant use to be old in the multi stage compressor 
art. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made from the teaching of Fujii, to modify the system of Irino, by using a carbon 
dioxide in order to solve environmental problems by employing a substitute for fluorocarbon 
(Fujii, col 1, lines 9-14).
